quested is for preventing "depreda­ 
tions upon public timber, protecting 
public lands, examining swamp lands, 
etc.” 
It Is stated that there is rea 
sonable prospect of recovering much 
of tliis alleged fraudulently acquired 
land if the appropriation is promptly 
made.

The city council met in regular meet­ 
ing Monday evening with Alderman C. 
B. Rowley, vice president of the coun­ 
cil, in the chair. 
Members present; Aldermen John­ 
son, Deickhaus, Wise, Lyddon, Vaughn, 
Zakariasen,, Halladay and Vice Presi­ 
dent Rowley. 
The minutes of the regular meeting 
of January 4, 1909, were read and ap­ 
proved. 
Hon. Ed. Crust, mayor, cdme in. 
The report of the finance committee 
showing the amounts on hand in the 
various funds on January 1st, was read 
and ordered placed on file. 
A report from Wm. Barron, street 
commissioner, showing that 522 cords 
of rock had been purchased, was re­ 
ceived and ordered placed on file. 
Aldermen Vaughn and Zakariasen 
urged that there be more rock pur­ 
chased, Vaughn stating that the city 
had not half the amount needed. Street 
Commissioner Barron said that he did 
not know of any place to pile more 
rock. 
Alderman Lyddon wanted to know 
whether or not the city scales had been 
tested. Street Commissioner Barron 
stated that they had been put in good 
shape but had not been tested. 
A communication was read from J. 
H. St. Peter offering to crush rock for 
the city for $3.00 per cord and keep the 
crusher in repair; to crush for $2.49 per 
cord the city to pay repairs or to run 
the crusher for $2.50 per day. 
Alderman Dieckhaus reported from 
the finance,committee that the city at­ 
torney had ruled against the possibility 
at this time of establishing a revolving 
fund for improvement. City Attorney 
Ryan stated that the charter provided 
that the city must levy a tax to furnish 
money to pay the interest on such a 
fund and that as that levy had already 
been made for this year, it would be 
impossible to establish such a fund at 
the present time. 
The finance committee was given fur 
ther tin e in the matter. 
The fire committee asked further 
time on the request of the firemen for 
permission to form a firemen’s relief 
association. 
The electric light committee was 
granted further time on the m atter of 
adjusting rates for the street lighting, 
etc., with the water and light board. 
On motion of Alderman Halladay the 
matter of purchasing ten cords of dry 
wood was referred to the purchasing 
committee with power to act. 
Ordinance No. 218, providing a fine 
of not less than $10 or over $100 for 
having screens on windows of any sa­ 
loon during the hours when it shall be 
kept closed under the law, was pre­ 
sented and received its first reading.

On motion of Alderman Zakariasen 
the street commissioner was instructed 
to have the proper party test all street 
scales in the city. 
The m atter of buying ten cords of 
green or dry wood for use next winter 
was on motion left to the purchasing 
committee with power to act. 
C. M. Patek asked permission to 
build an addition at the rear end of his 
warehouse on South Fifth street. On 
motion the request was granted sub­ 
ject to the approval of the fire commit­ 
tee and the chief of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
The superintendent of the Minnesota 
Water Works Go. and the chief of the 
fire department reported that all hy­ 
drants had been tested and were in 
good condition. 
John P. Anderson for the water and 
light board reminded the council that 
the current for use in crushing rock 
must be purchased from the water and 
light board. 
On motion the matter 
was left in the hands of the electric 
light committee to confer with the wa 
ter and light board. 
Alderman Halladay brought up the 
matter of codifying the ordinances ask 
ing that there be a report from the 
special committee. President Crust, 
who was named as chairman of the 
committee, stated that he considered 
the m atter solely the prerogative and 
business of the city council and city 
attorney. 
City Attorney Ryan explained the 
magnitude of the work, and stated that 
while he is willing to act as one of a 
revising committee, it must be as an 
individual not as city attorney, and 
he said he would give his services 
gratis.
